The section before the senate 
was the one authorizing the issue of gold cer- 
tificates. The pending amendment was to 
allow the silver certificates as well as new gold 
certificates to be counted by the  na- 
tional banks us a part of their 
lawful reserve, and to te used in settlement 
of clearing house balances was adopted. An 
amendment offered by Mr... Coke, and 
amended by Mr. Pugh, was adopted provid- 
ing that no national bank shall become a 
member of any clearing house in which silver 
certiticates shall not be recoverable in settle- 
ment of clearing house balances. 

| REGULATING IMMIGRATION, 

The speaker being absent this morning, the 
house was called to order by Mr. Burrows, of 
Michigan. Mr. Reagan, of Texas, rising to a 
question of privilege, stated that the bill 
passed on Monday last, to regulate immigra- 
tion, was notin the shapein = which it was 
intended to pass. It was substitute for the 
original, but by mistake the wrong draft had 
been sent to the clerk’s desk. On _ his 
motion the resolution was adopted requesting 
the senate to return the bill to the house. 
The main dirtference between the bill as 
passed and the substitute is that the former 
charges the cost of returning paupers, crimi- 
nals, etc., to the nation to which they belong, 
while the latter charges it to the steamship 
company carrying them over. The house re- 
sumed consideration of the bill for the erec- 
tion of a congressional library building. After 
a long debate the bill was postponed until 
next December. Mr. Robeson, from the 
committee on appropriations, reported back 
the nayal appropriation bill, and it was 
referred to the committee of the whole. 
The provision was adopted for the bidding 
and certification of checks in excess of de- 
posits under a penalty of $5,000 fine or five 
years’ imprisonment or both. An agreement 
was entered into that the debate on the bill 
will close at 5 p. m. to-morrow, when the 
voting upon the bill and amendments will 
begin.. Mr. Allison submitted a copy of the 
bill recently reported from the commerce 
committee for the construction of what is 
known as the Hennepin canal, which he in- 
tends to offer as an amendment to the river 
and harbor bill. - After an executive session, 
the senate adjourned, 

The senate confirmed the nominations for 
members of the Utah commission. 

REDUCING REVENUE TAXATION. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the bill to reduce internal revenue 
taxation. Mr. Kelley,of Pennsylvania, chair- 
man of the committee on ways and means, 
explained the provisions of the bill. The fi- 
nancial condition of the government to-day 
presented a spectacle such as had never before 
been seen in the world’s history. The billin 
question proposed to make a reduction in the 
revenue of less than $17,000,000 to take effect 
immediately, and less than $6,000,000 to take 
effect the first of Moy, 1883, Last year the 
government had ~urplus of $100,000, 000, 
It had then colie:'ed $360,000,000 from all 
sources. This year it would collect over 
$400,000,000, ariel the expenditures 
had been greatly reduced. : He 
then compared the _ financial condition 
of the government for the first nine months 
of the present year, with its condition for a 
similar period of last year, to show that there 
had been an increase of receipts from each of 
the three sources of revenue,customs, internal 
taxes and miscellaneous. Atthe end of the 
first nine months of 1882, there had been ex- 
bited a reduction in interest charges from 
$66,490,000 to $56,862,000, while in 1881 the 
government had expended $204,000,000. In 
i882 it had expenHed but $194,000,000 for 
nine months, and the net surplus which at 
the end of the first three quarters of the last 
year had been $62,483,000 was at the end of 
the three-quarters of the present year $104,- 
000,000, an increase of $44,000,000. The bill 
which he was pressing on the attention of the 
house did not reduce the revenue much more 
than one-third of the increase. The govern- 
ment had $100,000,000 surplus last year; and 
when the revenue should be abated by these 
$17,000,000 it would have this year about 
$135,000,000 surplus. Mr. Thompson, of New 
York, while advocating a general system of a 
reduction of taxes, complained of the pend- 
ing bill because it took the tax off the wealthy 
and did not relieve the poor laborer in the 
Slightest degree. It was shaped and framed 
wholly in the interest of bankers and capital- 
ists. Some other things were put in merely as 
a makeshift to carry it through. After the 
declaration of his opposition to reducin the 
taxes upon the luxuries of life, he passed on

Gorham has a long editorial abusing Mr. 
Blount for crushing a scheme to pass a job 
through the house last week. It was 
proposed to make the government pay 
the entire million and a quarter or more of 
money needed for the repair of the water 
works in Waskington. Mr. Blount very 
properly stood up against this unjust 
burden on the government and is due 
the credit for defeatinz the scheme. But the 
effort to manage the affairs of Georgia from 
Washington is jailing at every point. The 
syndcate is now heartily abusedin republican 


in the claims of its influence in Georgia. Ail 
and out of itare- endeavoring to form some 


new combination to capture the con- 
trol of executive pa‘ronage. The president is 


‘sick of the Georgia business. Many of the 


republican leaders have spoken freely of their 
disgust at the scuthern fiasco, and it is com- 
monly known that Mahone has become an 
elephant on their hasuds. They don’t want 
to get up another ore from Georgia. One of 
the best features of this session is the absence 
of sectional talk from the leading men of both 
houses. Wecannot expect anything better 
from Frye, in the senate, or Reed, in the 
house, but when these narrow men have at- 
tempted to revive the old aniimosities, they 
have fallen dead even on their own 
partisans. The election cases _ stirrred 
up bad blood several times, and 
Keifer’s useless brutality in the chair 
caused some unworthy scenes in the house, 
but all through these have come gleams of 


hope that a better plane of discussion is not.

A GIGANTIC RAILROAD pyr EME 


To Extend Along the Banks of the Miasiasipp! River— 
Congress Asked to Cash Up. » 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—The house commit- 
tee on the Pacific railroad to-day heard an 
argument on Representative Lynch’s bill to 
aid in the construction of the projected rail- 
road and levee of the Memphis and New Or- 
leans railroad and levee company. This bill 
is based on a proposition made by the Mem- 
phis and New Orleans railroad and levee 
company, incorporated under the laws 
of Tennessee. Msssisssppi and  Lou- 
isiana, to build and operate a railroad 
from the city of Memphis, in Tennessee, by 
way of Vicksburg, to the city of New Orleans, 
in Louisiana, and for this end to build from 
the high land in Tennessee to the west bank 
of the Yazoo river, and along and as near to 
the east bank of the Mississ‘ppi river as 1s 
consistent with the corvenience, prominence 
and safety of the levee upon which to lay its 
road. It provides that upon the completion 
ofa line of connected and compact levee 
along the route, which will protect the coun- 
try from overflow by the waters of the Missis- 
sippi river, and the construction and equip- 
ment thereon of a first-class standard 
gauze railway of * steel rails, 
the United States shall pay 
semi-annualy the intererest accruing for tne 
first five years, and guarantee the payment 
of the interest to accrue thereafter upon the 
first mortgage bonds to be issued by the com- 
pany to the amount of fifty thousand dollars 
per mile, upon that portion of the road built 
upon said levee, said bonds to mature fifty 
years after date and to bear interest 
from date, payable semi-annually, at the rate 
of four per centum per annum; provided, 
that the location of the line of said railroad 
and levees and the dimensions thereof shall 
be approved by the Mississippi river rage 4 
sion. Arguments to-day were made by C. P. 
Huntington, General Thomas Ewing and 
J. tale Sypher in favor of the pass- 
age of the © bill. They asserted that 
the building and maintenance ol such levee 
will diminish the expenditure now required 
for the channel improvements between 
Memphisand Vicksburg, and earnestly in- 
dorsed the preamble of the bill which states 
that the levee will redeem irom overflow the 
great delta between the Yazoo river and the 
Mississippi, thus removing an obstruction ra 
commerce between the adjacent states, which 
are now toagreat extent cut off from direct 
enter-communication by railroad.

NEGHO BOISTEROUSNESS. 


An Enraged Woman, Secking Her Uafalthful Mus- 
band, Shot Dead. 

GALVESTON, June 21.—A special from Hous- 
ton to the News says: Early yesterday morn- 
ing on Emancipation grounds, Charles F. 
Wettsom was fired on by negroes and in- 
stantly killed. As deputy Marshal Glass was 
lifting the body of the dead man he was fired 
upon, the bullet entering the right shouider 
and coming out of the side of his neck. A 
colored boy was killed by astray bullet, and 
a negro named Spinen was shot in the back 
of the neck. John Glass, a brother of the 
deputy, went to his assistance, but was finally 
disarmed and ejected from the grounds. A 
notorious negro politician, Ed Jamison, has 
been arrested as one of the murderers of Wett- 
som, and Frank Bufford as being a party to 
the shooting of Deputy Glass. 

New York, June2l.—A Charlotte, N. C., 
special says: Sometime since William Wade 
deserted his wife and become infatuated with 
another woman. All attempts to reclaim 
him proved unavailing, and bis wife became 
disconsolate. Last night she heard that 

Vade was at the house of her rival, and pro- 
ceeded there, where she was denied admis- 
sion. Shethen began storming the house, 
when George Dean, the owner of the house, 
shot her through the head, killing her in- 
stantly. 

Jackson, Miss., June 21.—~-At Sardis early 
this morning an armed mob forcibly entered 
thecounty juil and cook therefrom Nathan 
Luced, colored, charged with indecent assault, 
and hanged him.

THE STRIKING WORKMEN. 


The Type-Founders Return to Werk---The Iren 
Strikers Growing Destitute. 

New York, June 21.—The striking type- 
founders of Conner & Co. wentto work .c- 
day at an advance of wages, but not at the 
rates asked. The strikers at Irondale, near 
Chicago, who struck against wages, are in @ 
pitiable condition. Their boasted reserve 
fund does not hold out, and many of them 
are actually suffering. They only grow more 
stubborn, however, preferring to depend on 
the town for support to yielding their point. 
The Hyde park authorities have given notice 
that they will not on any condition give 
the strikers any aid, for which decla- 
ration the. strikers hold the Calumet 
iron and steel company responsible. The 
daily newspapers of Duffalo issued their full 
number of copies as usual, yesterday and this 
morning. The strikers remain firm in the 
position taken by them, and are very peace- 
able. The Courier in its edition this morn- 
ing published a double column advertisement 
for compositors at the prices demanded by the 
strikers, 33 cents and 35 cents for day and 
night work respectively, and announced that 
none of the strikers need apply, and editori- 
ally announced that the Courier will not be 
‘coerced to engaging men and paying prices 
by any foreign organization. ‘The Express 
voices about the seme sentiments and i 
tises for compositors, offering 33 cents. The 
publishers of the Express feel confident that 
they can fill the places of the dissatisfied em- 
ployes during the week. 


THEILL-FATED ROGERS. 


Report From Lieutenant Rogers—The Safety of the 
Crew. 

Wasnincton, June 21.—The navy depart- 
ment has received by mail the report of 
Lieutenant Berry upon the burning of the 
Arctic search steamer, Rodgers. Lieutenant 
Berry attributes the fire to the charring of 
the timbers under the donkey boiler. He had 
steam up in the donkey boiler when the fire 
broke out and there was nothing stored in 
that part of the vessel which could ignite 
spontaneously. The department also to-day 
almost simultaneously with the receipt of the 
above report, received a telegram from Port 
Townsend, British Columbia, announcing 
the arrival there of the revenue cutter, Cor- 
win, having on board the entire crew of the 
Rodgers, en route for San Francisco. All 
were well. They had experienced no greater 
hardships than alittle scurvy. Berry’s report 
by mail had been sent through Siberia by 
Gilder, pay clerk of the ship, until: mail fa. 
cilities were reached.

BRITISH EMBARRASSMENTS. 


In Mer Reldtions With Ireland,and Egypt—A Disa- 
greement in the Cabinet. 

Loxpon, June 21.—The- press association 
believes that the cabinet at a meeting to-day, 
resolved upon more active and energetic 
measures in reference to the Egyptian crisis. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Gladstone the cabinet 
is hopelessly divided, and unless the confer- 
ence of.the powers comes tothe rescue by 
adopting some definite line of action the days 
of the Gladstone administration are number- 
ed. Such, at least, is the opinion of promi- 
nent politicians in the house. Among those 
who realize the gravity ot the crisisin its 
fullest sense is Mr. Chamberlain, who, con- 
traryto the first rumor, has thrown in his 
fortune with the jingo element in the 
cabinet. In combination with Lord 
Hartington, Sir William Harcourt 
and Sir Charles Dike Mr. Chamberlain urges 
active intervention in Egypt by landing a 
British force and taking possession of the 
Suez ¢anal, which is regarded by all sections 
of Englishmen astne real British interests 
in Egypt. Mr. Chamberlain hopes by play- 
ing the intervention card to dish the tories 
and sail into popularity on an aggressive 
policy, feeling that the ridicule o: the present 
position must prove fatal to a ‘‘peace at any 
price” government. This change of fronton 
the partof Mr. Chamberlain is one of the 
boldest moves made in British politics fora 
long time, and isadirect bid for the Glad- 
stonian succession. It has taken everybedy 
by surprise. In the committee on the clause 
ef the repression bill, in the heguse of com- 
monsjast evening, Mr. Gladstone stated that 
the government proposed to introduce words 
limiting the power of the police to search at 
nightto occasions when there is reasonable 
suspicion that a secret society is actually 
holding a meeting. The Irish members ac- 
cepted this as a reasonable and important 
concession. Clause 11 was adopted by a vote 
of 259to 45. The Globe says that there is 
every reason to believe that Thomas Walsh, 
who was arrested last Saturday in 
connection with the seizure of 


arms and ammunition in Clerkenwell, will be 


tried for high treason. In the house of com- 
mons to-day, Mr. Trevalyn, chief secretary 
for Ireland, in opposing the various limita- 
tions to the right of search, appealed to 
the members to expedite the repression bill. 
Kivery day, he said, gave the Irish executive 
fresh reason to regard the position of the 
country with deep and increasing anxiety and 
added seriously to the responsibility of those 
who prolonged the discussion. It is stated 
that an extensive seizure of arms and ammu- 
nition has been madé in Jones street in a low 
part of Dublin. Matthew Harris, a promi- 
nent land leaguer, has written to Freeman's 
Journal denouncing the land nationalization 
scheme of Michael Davitt, and accusing him 
of outraging the feeling of Irish nationalists 
throughout the world, and of sowing discor- 
dant disunion among the whole Irish nation. 
FOR GLADSTONE’S PROTECTION. 

The police precautions for the safety of Mr. 
Gladstone, which were recently allowed to 
lapse, have again beer resumed. The cabinet 
to-day settled upon instruction for the guid- 
ance of Dufferin at the conference. These 
will be dispatched to him to-night. Mr. 
Gladstone, receiving a deputation of Scotch 
farmers to-day spoke strongly in favor of 
compensation for improvements made by 
tenantsand the aboiition of entail, though 
he despaired of legis!ation on the subject this 
year.

Pasha, min- 
ister of public instruction; Ahmed Kasched 
Pasha, minister of the interior. A dispatch 
from Alexandria says the new ministry is 
composed of prominent leaders of the nation- 
al party, and devoted adherents of Arabi 
Pasha. And the dispatch says the program me 
of the ministry is general amnesty except to 
participants in the recent riots, relations with 
foreign powers to be carried on between them 
and the minister of foreign affairs only. M. 
Holde, French secretary of control, has com- 
mitted suicide in Alexandria. Arabi Pasha; 
Ragheb Pashaand Ahmed Rasched Pasha, 
members of the new ministry, returned to 
Cairo last evening. The prefect of police, 
who is suspected off being one of the prime 
authors of the riot of the llth instant, and 
who, it’ was reported, had died suddenly, 
is not dead but 1s paralyzed. The Times cor- 
respondent at Alexandria, discussing the his- 
tory of the members of the new ininistry, 
says that Ragheb Pasha, president of council, 
was minister of finance under Khedive Ismail; 
{uchdi Pasha, whois now minister of finance, 
isason of a renegade Maltese; Ahmed Kas- 
ched Pasha, the minister of the interior, was 
formerly sub minister of the interior; Hasson 
Pasha Cherei has been nominated for minister 
of works. 


THE CHAGRINED CHINAMAN. 


They Feel Indignant Over the Passage of the Chinese 
Bill by Congress. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. ‘ 

San Franciseo, June 2).—The following 
advices from Hong Kong and Shanghai -to 
May 26th, have been received. Serious dis- 
cussion is reported as progressing in Tsung-ti- 
Yamen, upon the course to be 
pursued respecting America’s anti- 
Chinese action. One party is said to wel- 
ceme it as affording an opportunity 
for severing all relations with the United 
States. The majority propose to await further 
developments, vut all agree in declaring that 
China's rights have been ruthlessly disregar- 
ded, and that the American government has 
opened itself to retaliatory action, if such be 
deemed expedient. At Tien-tsin the question 
is raised whether China’s assistance in the 
Corean negotiations should not be summarily 
withdrawn, asit is believed that Commodore 
Shufeldt could not proceed conveniently 
without China’s co-operating. In addition 
to the ill feeling caused bv the emigrant law, 
much irritation is felt over the publication 
of a letter attributed to Commodore 
Shufeldt, in which the empress 
is accused of immorality, and but for China’s 
known slowness to act suddenly on provoca- 
tion trouble some consequences might be ap- 
prebended. in the best view of affairs it is 
plain that diplomatic imtercourse at Peking 
will require very cautious handling.

AMERICAN PORK 


The fale of the Crown Jewels for the Benefit of Disa 
bled Artista. 


Paris, June21.— The sena:e has commenced 
the discussion of the bill for the readmission 
to France of American pork. Baron DeLar- 
cinty charged the supvortersof the bill with 
being disregardful of the health of the work- 
ing ciasses. M. Wurtz, reporter of the com- 
mittee. stated that the formalities now in force 
were so vexatious that commerce would 
prefer an entire prohibition of the trade. M. 
Tirard, minister of commerce, said the gov- 
ernment accepted the bill as it then stood, 
reserving, however. the right to apply a 
microscopic inspection, if necessary. ‘Tie 
clause of the bill will be discussed on Thurs- 
day. The bill for the sale of a portion of the 
crown jewels and diamonds has passed the 
chamber of deputies by a vote of 345 to 90, 
with an amendment of thecommittee that the 
proceeds shall be applied to the fund for dis- 
abled artisans. gn

|ALECK JOYNER’S SLAYER. 


ROMULUS SHIELDS ON TRIAL FOR 
THE KILLING OF JOYNER. 


Conflieting Testimony of the Two Sides—What Joy2- 
er’s Friends Say— What the Defense Will Try 
to Prove—Joyner’s Least Sta'ement on 
ihe Circumstances of His Fight. 


The most important murder trial which has 
occurred in this county for several years was 
commenced yesterday in the superier, court, 
when Romulus or Romalias Shields was put on 
triai for his life for stabbing and killing young 
Alexander Joyner in April last. The court 
room was not as densely packed as was antic- 
ipated, although it was well filled with both 
white and black people. There was rather a 
larger attendance of whites than blacks. Judge 
John W. H. Underwood presided in place of 
Judge Hillyer, who is sick. After a small 
amount of minor business the case was called. 
General L. J. Gartrell and Judge Wright ap- 
peared for the defense; Colonel R. T. Dorsey, 
solicitor general pro tem., and Judge George 
N. Lester appeared for the prosecution. A 
panel of forty-eight jurors was disposed of 
without securing a jury. An additional panel 
of twelve was disposed of in a similar way, 
and five of a second panel of twelve were put 
upon the prisoner before he had consented to 
a sufficient number to make up the jury. By 
the time the monotonous queries had heen 
propuunded to these sixty-five men it was 
dinner time, and Judge Underwood adjourn- 
ed court and sent the jury to dinner. 
THE TRIALIN THE AFTERNOON, 

At half-past two court reassembled and 
the witnesses were:sworn. The defendant, 
Shields, was incourt taking thingseasy. He 
isa small negro, rather slender, and weighs 
perhaps 150 or 160 pounds. He is rather 
dark, although not coal black, and appeared 
to bea man of only ordinary intelligence. 
One would take him to be a quiet negro, a 
very fair type of the race. He seemed to 
have an idea that his attorneys would take 
care of him and, while paying strict atten- 
tion to the proceedings, did not display 
the least nervousness. He has probably made 
up his mind that he will have to suffer in 
some way, but evidently believes that he 
will not be hung. 

The first witness called was Dr. R. B. Ridley, 
who was a witness for the state. He testified 
to having been called to attend to Joyner’s 
wound on the night of April 7th, about half 
past eleven or twelve o’clock. He found a 
knife wound under the left arm about two 
inches below the arm pit. It extended into 
the lung and was not probed on account of 
Joyner’s condition. Dr. Ridley thought, 
when he saw the wound, that Joyner might 
die during the night. The cutting ovcurred 
on Tuesday night, but Joyner lived until the 
Thursday night following when he died from 
the effect of the wound. He died about mid- 
night. The clothes which Joyner wore on 
the night of the cutting. were _pro- 
duced in court. There was through 
the coat, vest and shirt, a cut 
about two inches iong, showing where the 
weapon had passed in just under the arm. In 
the back of the coat was a cut about eight 
inéhes long. That cut, however, did not in- 
flict a wound, and only showed where one of 
the wild slashes went. The clothes, with the 
exception of the underclothing, were still 
bloody, .and on the lining of the pantaloons 
the red b‘ood showed up plainly. Cap Joy- 
ner, a brother of Aleck Joyner, put on the 
coat to show exactly where the fatal stab went 
through. 

Shields was carried out before the jury and 
several cuts in his clothing were shown, and 
one scar in his side was exhibited. It ap- 
peared that there were kuives on each side, 
and that cutting had been done by both sides. 
Dr. Ridley testified that, ih his opinion, Joy- 
ner was about 26 or 27 years of age,about6 feet 
higb, well developed, and weighed probably 
175 to 180 pounds. He also testified toa few 
other facts of minor in.portance to the treat- 
ment of the case. His testimony did not 
throw any light on the facts of the cutting. 

A diagiam of the scene of the fight was in- 
troduced, enough of which is produced belew 
to show the positions of the parties:

When Dean hit him the last 
time the negro ran into one of the houses. 
When the negro ran into the door I asked 
him what he struck Joyner for, and 
he said that he -was abusing 
and cursing him. They were, shouting ‘ 
lice’ and we left. Joyner fell behind and 
asked us to wait for him. He said he was 
cut, and weexamined him and found him 
bleeding from the wound in the side. The 
blood was gushingout. We called a hack 
and carried him to his room, where he died- 
about midnight on the next Thursday, night, 
I don’t think it was later than ten e'clock 
when the difficulty occurred. I did not hear 
any words passed between Joyner and Shields, 
bunt if there had been any quarreling I was 
near enough to have heard it. None of our 
party waw® armed. When we got to Mr. 
Joyner’s room, I examined his pant’s pockets 
and got outa small pocket-knife. That was 
allhe had. Idon’t think Joyner ever saw 
Shields before the night of the fighr,”’ 

Mr. Venable testified that none of his party 
inquired where ‘‘Fannie’’ lived. He said 
that he did not start out to hunt up Jim 
Treadwell, but it occurred to him to see him 
after he had gotten into the alley. He also 
testified that no pistols were fired. He said 
that he did not see Joyner catch Shields in 
the coilar amd tell him that he must tell 
where some person was. The examination 
was very lengthy, bnt the facts as brought out 
are covered by the above statement, 

MR. DUG DEAN'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Dug Dean was put upon the stand 
and testified that on the night in question 
he and Aleck Joyner were standing at the 
corner of Marietta and Peachtree and met 
Mr. Sam Venable there. The three went 
t. Arndts and took drinks. They went 
back to the front of Walter Taylor’s and stood 
there ten or twenty minutes. They then 
went back to Arndts, took drinks and went 
to the Kimball house where they drank 
again. They went back to Arndts and got 
some sandwitehes but drank nothing. From 
Arndts they went out broad to Alabama, 
and: from there down to Thompson street 
aud to the mouth of the alley. The 
facts as recited by Mr. Dean 
were in substance the same as testified to by 
Mr. Venable so far as what was done in the 
alley was concerned. Mr. Dean saw Shields 
make the first lunge at Joyner and rushed up 
to interfere. Shields rushed at Dean, and as 
he passed him he made three lunges at Dean 
cptting bis vest. Dean got some rocks and 
hit Shields, one blow taking effect on the side 
of his head. Shields then rusbed into one of 
the cabins and the door was bolted. 

CAPT#IN GAY ON THE STAND. 

Captain Gav, in whose employ Joyner was 
at the time of the occurrence, was put upon 
the stard. Hesaid that Joyner had served 
in his office in every capacity, from office boy 
to cashier. When Joyner was first seen by 
him afterthe cutting, he told Captain Gay 
that he wou!d not recover. Captain Gay tried 
tocheer him up andtold him that a stout 
heart was halfthe battie. It was necessary 
that Joyner should talk as little as possible. 
Captain Gay said that when Joyner was alone 
one day he was trying to cheer 
him up, and Juyner looked into 
his face very earnestly and said: “se 
am bound to die.” ‘*We considered the 
propriety,’ seid Captain Gray, “of taking a 
dying statement. but the physicians said that 
any attempt to doa thing of that sort would 
insure his death, concluded it would be best 
for me to ask him some simple questions that 
he could answer with only a few words. I 
felt directly interested in the case because he 
had my confidence, and | was satisfied that 
no one knew, from what I had heard, of the 
circumstances of*the difficulty except Joyner 
and Shields. The evening before he died I 
addressed him three questions.” 

A question of acmitting this statemeat was 
discussed, and the judge sent the jury out so 
that Captain Gay's statement could be heard, 
and the question of laying it before the jury 
could be settled. Afterthe jury retired the 
statement was made as follows by Captain 
Gay: , 

“[T asked him if he cut that negro. He 
said ‘no’. I asked him if he struck him. He 
said ‘no.’ | asked him if he had any difficulty 
with him, and he said ‘no.’ I did not ask 
him any other question or give him any oc- 
casion to speak turther to me. The effurt of 
talking was considered imperiling his life.”’ 

The court decided not to allow the state- 
ment to go tothe jury. The jury returned to 
the room and the state closed. 

Judge Wright then addressed the jury on 
what the defense would try tosetup. It was 
that Joyner provoked the assault. That 
Joyner wanted Shields to go with him t a 
certain plage, that Shields declined, and that 
Joyner fofced a fight upon him, and that the 
others attacked him with Joyner.

A SCENE ON THE LINE OF CLARKE 
AND JACKSON COUNTIES. 


A Successful Carp Fishery Which Points to Some of 
the Possibilities of the Future—The Wonderfyj 
Increase of the Inhabitants of the Water. 

4 Million in One Pond, Etc. 


From the Athens, Ga., Banner-Watchman. 

On Wednesday morning last there dropped 
into our office Mr. T. F. Hudson, a'farmer 
who lives on the line of Clarke and ‘Jackson 
counties, and whom we have often heard 
spoken of asa man who had made a grand 
success of this much-abused avocation. We 
expressed ourintention to some day pay M.. 
Hudson a visit, when he spoke up and said: 

“Why, I will take you out this evenjng, if 
you will go!” 

It took us just about one-sixteenth part of 
asecond to make up our mind, and we went. 
Our road led by the Sandy creek bridge 
through a country somewhat broken but 
boasting of some fine lands. Crops were gen- 
erally looking well, and wesaw some very 


nice lots of both corn and cotton. We notic- 
ed one field of corn that was tasseling about 
waist high. 

‘*‘That,’’ remarked Mr. H., ‘‘is western seed. 
and will hardly pay to gather. Some farmers 
will persist in planting sacked corn, when it 
is nothing less than throwing away their 
labor.”’ 

About 2 o'clock we reached the home of our 
friend, which is a pleasant cottage embower- 
ed ina delightful grove. The large barns, 
fine fences, cribs filled with the rare sight of 
ear.corn, and all the surroundings betoken 
enterprise, progress and'prosperity. 

After resting a few moments, which Mr. 
Hudson employed in arranging his tackle, he 
led us to his carp pond, which is a lovely and 
clear sheet of ywater of an acre, only a few 
yards from his residence. From his window 
you can see this artificial lake glistening in a 
secluded vale. 

‘‘ My fish all know me”’ he replied; “so 
watch when I reach the top of the hill how 
they will rush to the feeding place arowtnd 
the mound,” which was a small island of 
sand thrown up about thirty feet from the 
bank and approached by a bridge. 

We could laity accredit our eyes, when 
perhaps fifty yards distant you saw a great 
commotion in the pond, and whole schools of 
fish were darkening the water in their frantic 
efforts to reach the goal where awaited thema 
dinner. These schools resembled dark clouds 
rushing over the lake, and from every nook 
and corner they came forth by the thousands, 
“These are my young carp. The larger 
ones are more shy.and remain in deep water; 
but I will soon land a couple for you to see 
how they have grown,” 

Mr. Hudson carried in his hand a large pone 
of corn bread, baked in the husk, which he 
began to crumble around the little beach. 

We never saw a prettier sight than this count- 

less army of little carp engaged in feeding. 

They were of all sizes, from the young fellow 

scarcely larger than a pin, apparently just 

hatched, to the ones that made their first ap- 

pearance on the 7th day of May last, and now 

average from two to three inches. Just think 

of a fish growing two inches a month, and yet

“How many carp have you in the pond?’ 

we asked. 

“T can’t tell exactly, but would guess some- 
where between fifty thousand and a million. 
The latter figure nearer correct.” 

We then, at Mr. Hudson's suggestion 

walked around the pond; carrying with usa 
piece of bread, and threw crumbs into 
the water at various points. Notwith- 
standing the yreat swarms congregated at the 
island the bread would hardiy touch the 
water before it would be alive with young 
carp; and in their greed they would pile up- 
on one another and often throw themselves 
entirely out of the water. The carp, however, 
is atimid fish, and atthe slightest wave of 
the hand would be off like lightning, but to 
return in an instant. They soon, however, 
become accustomed to your presence. and by 
gently holding the bread over the water they 
will gather around your hand, when you can 
easily grasp them up. We captured a num- 
ber of the little shimers in this manner. They 
are beauties and present all the colors of the 
rainvow. We saw a few as green as emerald. 
While Mr. Hudson was waiting fora ‘‘bite’’ 
he gave us th!s account ot his fish experience. 
Last February, @ year ago, he secured sixty- 
seven scale carp a0 inch and a half long, but 
his pond not being in order he placed them in 
a box. He gave them very little care, and 
when transferred to their present abode he 
had but thirty-six left. Last January he 
— in his pond thirty leather carp. hese 
atter are devoid of scales, except a few 
on the back, and they now weigh about halfa 
pound. The 7th day of May last he saw his 
first young vaftp, and in a few days they made 
their oat SY by the thousands. Mr. H. 
says he believes they will breed every month 
through the summer season, and they lay 
their eggs by the thousand. To be success- 
ful with carp you must permit no other 
fish to remain in the pond, or they will feed 
upon the spawn of the carp before it hatches. 
He had his pond forseveral years stocked with 
branch fish, but they never increased and he 
finally turned them loose. The carp is natu- 
rally a pond fish, and has been known to live 
and thrive for months in stagnant water. 
They will eat anything that a hog will. Mr. 
Hudson feeds his upon vegetables of all kinds, 
which they greedily devour. He says such 
liberal care is not necessary, but as he is forc- 
ing his pond for market he feeds to them one 
bushel and a h«lf of meal a week. He has a 
large squash patch, now in bearing, also 
»lanted for them. ‘‘I have just planted,” he 
continued, ‘‘four acres of corn on my best 
land for these fish.”’ 

Carp were first introduced in this country 
by an old German living in California. He 
went to ‘‘der faderland’’ and started home 
with 87, averaging from three feet to half an 
inch in length. When hereached the golden 
state he had but three of the smallest left,and 
it had cost him just $1,000 each to import 
them. They proved such a success that the 

overnment took the matterin hand and 
rought them over in large quantities. 

Mr. Hudsen is advertising his carp forsale at 
ten cents each, delivered at the express office, 
the purchaser to pay for cans. Other dealers 
sell them at twenty cents. He can take from 
his pond, without perceptibly diminishing 
the stock, say one hundred thousand young 
fish. This-makes an income of ten thousand 
dollars an acre, and at but little less expense 
than it would require to cultivate the same 
area in cotton. As we said, the young carp 
is a shy fish, and for several weeks Mr. Hua- 


tured in sufficient numbers. They itively 
refused to be enticed into a net, and owing to 
their lightning like movements can- 
not be caught with a _ seine. At 
length Mr. H. built a small box in the water 
at the feeding point, fitted with a trap gates 
and by placing crumbs therein they docked 
by the hundreds. He caught in this way we 
believe a thousand ata time, when they are 
carefully cipped up with nets. He has just 
given out a large contract for shipping cans, 
and thinks he will beable to stock every 
pond in Dixie by fall, if they continue to in- 
crease as heretofore. 

‘German carp and rust proof oats will yet 
prove the salvation of the south,’’ he replied. 
‘Why the day is not. far distant when these 
fish will feed the people. Thereison nearl 
every farm a suitable location for a fish pond, 
that can be built at but little cost, and frem 
one-quarter of am'acre, in two years’ time, 
enough fish can be raised to supply the neigh- 
borhood. My pond cost me about $250. and

‘Have you no pest here to contend with in 
vour pond?” we inquired. 

“Nothing but those terrapins you see swim- 
ming around in such numbers. Perhaps they 
diet on a few of my little fellows, but I can’t 
missthem. Buta turtle must be pretty quick 
to capture acarp.”’ At this instant one of 
these intruders swam toward the feeding 
place, but as soon as his cootership hove in 
sight the little carp were off in a flash. 

“I didn’t know a carp would bite at a 
hook.’’ we remarked, as a silvery beauty, as 
broad as your two hands and fifteen inches 
long, fluttered on the bank. 

“Oh, yes; I never have to wait but a few 
moments for the cork to go under. But I 
have caught the old ones so often to see how 
they are going that the fish are getting shy, 
But won’t I havea nice time when my 
young crop comes on?” 

While we were at this pond you could see 
these splendid fish fluttering themselves out 
of the water at intervals, in quest of some 
passing insect. 

‘Did you ever eatacarp? We have always 
had a curiosity to see aman who had dined 
en this luxury.’’ 

“Yes; we cooked one the other day, anda 
more delicious fish I never tasted. They 
have but few bones, and the meat is firm.”’

~ WHY THEY GO WEST. 


A TALE OF IMMIGRANT EXPERI- 
ENCES. 


@he Theoretic Hospitality of the South, and the 
Paac‘ical Hospitality of the West—The Loan 
of a Sitting Hen and a Dozen Eggs De- 
scribed — Other Western Notes. 


Special Correspondence to the Constitution: 
Topeka, KANsAg June 5.—I have never known 
anywhere in any land that I have visited 
a people as kind as the country people of the 
southern states. The old folks of any county 
of Georgia have a natural generosity that I 


am persuaded, no other people have. 
To divide bread with a stranger twith- 
out thought of pay, 8 rustic 
iest of kindness everywhere, is but 
the beginning of their hospitality and 
goodness. Yet forall practical benefits that 
eome Of kindliness, (and they are many and 
great), their goodness counts for nothing. It 
impreves their natures, but somehow it 
does nt lmprove their neighborhood. It pre- 
pares them for heaven, but not fora develop- 
mentot the state. It is a great moral force, 
but it don’t become a_ physical power. You 
may be considered a rude journal for advo- 
cating the temporal uses of spiritual things., 
but this innate goodness of your country 
readers goes to waste, not absolute waste. 
perhaps, but it fails to bring the positive 
good it might. For this, I take it, is the pow- 
er you must turn to good accoant before your 
State Immigration Society and your railroad 
immigration work become effective. A 
hundred times a year the question 
isasked why more immigrants do not go 
south. Land is cheap and fertile. Living is 
asy, society is good, farming can be made 
protitable,there are school housesand churches 
and none but liars find political or social or 
industrial drawbacks. After all, the liars do 
not rule, and the full explanation must be 
found elsewhere than in the fact that the 
southern people have been slandered. I have 
talked with Germans and Englishmen and 
Swedes about the south, and they know noth- 
ing, as a rule, about the slanders that Ameri- 
But 
they do not go there partly because they 
know nothing about it and partly because 
they haye no assurance beforehand of a help- 
ing hand there. This last reason is very 
strong and applies with greater force to immi- 
grants from the northern states than to those 
from Europe. 

The model management of immigrants is 
the system of certain immigrant societies 
here, und especially the system of the Mor- 
mops in Utah; and from these*the Jesson of 
turning goodness to practical account could 
be learned. The immigrant who comes with 
money, buys him a farm, has cash to buy 
implements and seeds and to find out for 
himself how to go about makinga crop on his 
new land is, of course, an independent man 
anywhere. But even an independent man 
appreciates help. And the greater part of 
the Kuropean immigrants to America are not 
rich enough to be entirely independent, or, 
if rich enough, not well enough acquainted 
with the problem before them. Whena man 
oes io one of these settlements and erects at 
tirst his house of a single room, buys his 
single mule and begins life and citizenship 
with nothing great but hope, a neighboring 
housewife calls and lends the good woman a 
tub until she can buy one. Another comes 
and lends a dozen eggs. _A third gives a hen 
for hatching. A clothes line follows the tub, 
a brood of chickens soon follow the hen and 
by thrifta Studebaker wagon soon follows the 
mule. On Sunday the husband of the woman 
who lent the hen cails and deliversa free 
discourse on ithe best seed-wheat 
and the cost of plow points. If the new 
comer is disposed t2 make himself congenial 
to his neighbors, he is more likely to hear 
their autobiography (all people talk autobi- 
ographically to new neighbors) as workers in 
in the same way than as descendants of an 


Yold Virginia family and sighs about old times. 


There is encouragement in this kindliness,; 
while, purely unconsciously, in the southern 
kindliness there is a discouragement, 1% 1s 
much more practical to find a good negro that 
a neighbor may employ than to talk of the 

litical condition of negroes in general. It 


“isno insult to a thrifty German woman to 


offer her the use of a hen to hatch duck eggs 
that she has bought, nor to suggest the merits 
of a hickory back for mending’ the traces of 
the ploughman who bas broken his only pair 
inanew ground, It is personal encourage- 
ment of a more practical kind than the south- 
ern people usually give to strangers that is 
seated to begin and to keep coming compa- 
nies of thrifty immigrants. 

Instead of that I have often noticed a shy- 
ness—a modest hesitation—to helpor to make 
suggestions that is bornof a false politeness. 
[ knew an Englishman who bought a smal] 
farm in North Carolina within a half hour's 
walk of four or five as kind old tar-heel fami- 
lies as ever honored the human race. They 
called to see him and gave — ee “ 
genuine as it was impractical. is ideas 0 
te ine oe were naleh ideas, He built an 
expensive plank fence around his rather 
sterile plat of ground and attempted to make 
it fertile by a base mud from a stream that 
had no fertility in it. His neighbors laughed 
among themselves and wondered whether he 
would make the English method of farming 
successful in Carolina. But not one 
thought it polite to tell him that ke 
had better build a rail fence and 
spend his money for a guano and plans 
corn instead of acres of English vegetablet 
and a field of cotton. If they had done this 
the Englisuman’s good wile would have 
yroved a joy to the census-taker instead of a 
Calon to her husband. After two years, and 
two failures, of course his money was gone, he 
had to buy tiis own meal and bacon and a 
go his favorite vegetables and accept ban - 
ruptcy.

DAVITT’S CAREER. 

That a man should formulate from prison 
walls a programe which should command the 
approval of the government as the only means 
of pacifying the people, is a tribute which 
but few menenjoy. Yet such is the proud 
distinction of Mr. Davitt, who is now in this 
country on a lecturing tour. 

The agitator’s first experience in his young 
life was the eviction of his family by an Irish 
landlord, followed by aseparation which found 
Mr. Davitt an humble worker in a cotton fac- 
tory, where he had the misfortune to lose an 
arm. He was an earnest student, and in order 
to prosecute his favorite theory regarding the 
relations of people and soil, acquired the use 
of several European languages. In 1870 he 

ras convicted of treasonable practices, and 
was held in Portland prison, in solitary con- 
finement, under asentence of fifteen years. 
In 1878 he was released on ticket-ot-leave, and 
coming to Boston, with the prison air yet 
about him, gave utterance to the doctrines of 
either a peasant proprietary for Ireland, or the 
direct ownership of the land by the govern- 
ment. From this declaration sprung the 
land league, of which body Mr. Davitt was 
the brains and the active officer. He was re- 
arrested and imprisoned, but his work still 
went on, and the singular spectacle was pre- 
sented of a British premier proposing to the 
commons a measure for the creation of which 
its author was held in chains. 

The final release of Mr. Davitt proved that 
the prisoner was as great as the premier, and 
if the premier showed nobility of character in 
setting at liberty the man who successfully 
fought him from behind the bars, the pris- 
oner was equally noble in coming from his 
persecution free from rancor, bitterness or 
pre.udice, and thinking only how he could 
further benefit his people. No one has been 
more outspoken against outrages and murder 
than he; and nowhere has conservative meth- 
ods found a more ardent champion than in 
the radical advocate of ‘“‘the land for the peo-# 
ple.” 

Mr. Davitt’s micsion to America is to estab- 
lish the fact that harmony exist in the party 
in Ireland; that between Parnell and him- 
self the best of feelings exists; that while 
Parnell is the recognized parliamentary lead- 
er, he choses for himself to bea ‘‘free lance’”’ 
among the people, to create and crystalize 
that public opinion which ferces even the 
most inimical statesmen into reason and 
common sense. While the land league under 
Parnell calls for a peasant proprietary, under 
a plan of installment payments for fifty-two 
years, Mr, Davitt now advocates a more radi- 
cal measure—the nationalization of the land. 
This plan is in brief that the government 
should purchase and own the entire lands of 
the commonwealth, levying such a tax only 
aS 1s necessary to carry on affairs of state. 
This new plan does -not interfere with Par- 
nell’s policy, but is only an extension of it. 
In presenting these views to the peopie the 
utmost harmony exists, for, as Mr. Davitt 
says: ‘‘If the landlords are waiting for a rup- 
ture between Parnell and myself, they will 
have to wait twenty cénturies.”’

TEN THOUSAND CLERES. 


Something Interesting About the Everyday Life of 
Uncle 8am’s Washington Employes. 
From the Washington Star. 
The government end its employes beara relation 
to ourcity somewhat similar to that of a college 


and itsstudents to the little New England village 
where it is located. There are enough office hold- 
ers who are residents of Washington to make a 
good sized city of themselves. Inthe various de- 
partments the work goeson the same from one 
year’s end to another, and one would scarcely real- 
ize how great the number of employes in the 
various departments is. The number is about 
10,000. Thisisexclusive of the capitol, city post- 
office and district government offices. This body 
of government employes forms not only a large but 
a very intelligent and agreeable element of the pop- 
ulation of Washington. A large proportion of them 
are people of thought, education and refinement, 
and their presence would bean avquisition to any 
community. 

The remuneration of the employes in the depart- 
ments varies somewhat, but generally the salaries 
range from $900 to $2,000 for clerical work, the latter 
being given tothose who occupy responsible or 
particularly important positions, and the first gen- 
erally to copyists, a great many of whom are ladies. 
The latter are hard worked and they woik well and 
receive the smallest remuneration, but the wolf is 
kept from the door of many a family by their earn- 
est endeavors. A great many ef them once be: 
longed to families of weal:h, but reverses came and 
they are glad to be able to work foraliving. In the 
treasury department there are over five hundred 
lady clerks, andin the bureau of engraving and 
printing as many more. In the treasury and inte- 
rior departments changes are most frequent, and it 
isin these mostly that women are employed, and 
every now and then there are-rumors of pending 
changes which set their hearts fluttering with dread 
unti# the danger is over. 

A position in the state department is considered a 
permanent: thing.

THE AURIFEROUS BOSOM OF LUMP. 
KIN LAID BARE, 


A Chunk of Yellow Metal Worth 86,800-—The Number 
of Mills at Work and Their Capacity—The Day 
of Adventure Gone By-—A Visit to the 
Mines and Miners—Georgia’s Future. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

DAHLONEGA, Ga., June 19.—“When I came 
this trip last,’ said my driver, imparting a 
ebeerful piece of information, considering that 
we were then at black midnight on an ob- 
scure mountain road, ‘I had twenty-five pounds of 
solid gold under my seat. Mr. Meaders, on his last 
trip, brought a chunk worth $6,s800.”’ 

.tis on such items as these that the ctfrrent idea 
of the gold-yield of Georgia is based, and from 
which discounts are made. Common rumor pu‘s 
the annual yield of bullion in the state at $1,000,000, 
an estimate thatis too high. The census for 1879 
put itat $80,000, a ridiculously low figure. 

Lumpkin county alone produces over $250,000 of 
pure gold perannum at-~present. There are now 
2o5 stamps, making up about twelve mills, at work 
ju the county. The yield per ton of ore crushed 
will average the county over one dollar. Each 
stam} crushes three toas per day, or say 900 tons, 
producing $900. This gives a yield of $25,000 a 
month, or $300,000 a year for Lumpkin county. It 
is fair to say that this is perhaps more than is pro- 
duced by the rest of the state, but new mills are 
being constantly built. But I will leta practical 
miner talk on this point. Mr. J. O. Robertson, one 
of the best of the men who are developing the gold 
much money is invested. 

“The gold producing capacity of this county has 
doubled actually in the past year, and has quadru- 
pled in interest and Unvestment. I mean by this 
that there are double as many stamps now crushing 
ore as there Wasa year ago, and that four times as 
many stamps are in sight.’’ 

“Who is putting in the new capital?’ 

“Principally northern men. I have just started 
the Columbia mine, which is capitalized at $500,000, 
We have had our machinery running hardly two 
weeks yet. We located an excellent property, and 
built the best mill in Georgia. We have ten stamps 
running to-day, and ten more ready for next week. 
As soon as these are up we shall add twenty more. 
We have provided power for forty stamps,”’ 

“Give me the figures of your investment?”’ 

“We crush with twenty stamps sixtf¥ tons of ore a 
day that willaverage us $60 in gold. The cost of 
runningis twenty centS a ton or $12 a day, leaving 
usa profitof #Saday or about $15,000a year. Of 
course this does not pay a good per centage on our 
capital, but it did not cost us a tenth of the capital 
to purchase and fit up property. We have exhaust- 
less ore, and when we get twenty more stamps 
added our profits will be more than doubled. Our 
pedple are moie than pleased with theirinvestment 
and will put upall the capital needed to improve 
orextend it.’’ 

“How can you mine the ore socheaply?”’ 

“Because thisis the best country for mining in 
the world. In California it costs more than three 
times as much to mine and crushatonofore. Our 
ore is softer than California ore, which is ftlinty. 
Itis rotten quartz that has been disintegrated al- 
most before we touch it. And then water does all 
the work for us. «° you see that slender stream 
there?’ pointing to an artificial ditch gf perhaps 
a foot square that wound down the mountain side, 
“that gives us all the power we want. The water 
rushes through it with immense force. On that 
lower level we collect it in a reservoir. From 
this reservoir we get the power that carries our ore 
in fifty ton lots to the milt and crushes it after it 
getsitthere. Nowhere else im the world can ore be 
cruched so cheaply.as here. Nowhere does it yield 
asurer percentage, or guarantee a wider margin. 
Our business is just as safe and logical es that of 
the magufacturer who corverts cotton irto cloth. 
He knows that a hundred balesof cotten made 
into cloth willgive him ecertatn profit. We know 
thata hundred tons of ore will give usa certain 
amount of gold.”’ 

TITE DAY OF ADVENTURE GONE. 

On this same line Cotonel Robert H. Moore, the 
best authority perhaps upon Georgia gold mines, 
said to me: 

“The day of chance and adventure in Georgia 
mining has gone. Qur hills are no lemger covered 
with men looking for nuggets and prospecting for 
rich veins. There is no lawleasness, mo excitement, 
no restlessness. Everything has settied down into 
ahumdrum, legitimzate business. In the old days 
the hills were skimmed, the ditches piddled 
over, and every maz who had a long-tom and apan 
Was as good a miner with as good a ‘chance as the 
richest man in themountains. Now costly machin- 
ery isemployed, the very heart of te hills is eaten 
into, the casual miner has departed, and capitalists

“You think the gield will increase very largely?” 

“Why of course. The gold that was taken out of 
Georgia in the ol@ days was the scrapings off the 
hills that are the great reservoirs of gold. The 
finding of “‘poekets’’ that in the old days would 
have made the greatest excitement are now merely 
incidents. Nobody looks for “‘pockets’’ now, Every 
stamp mill is a ‘‘pocket’’ that yields its nuggets 
surely at the close ef every day’s work. There is no 
computing the gold that is lecked up in thee 
hills.”’ 

“Have values increased very mueh?’’ 

Smiling—“I sheuld say so. I sold a mine for

buy now. I sold another for $30,000 that would 
bring twenty times what I got for it. The truth is, 
the great mining properties in this section are 
timply not for sale.

AN HOUR WITH THE GGLD GETTERS. 
Suppose we now ran hurriedly through the pro- 
cess by which gold is mined—follow it from hill to 


mirt! 
Here we are on the top of a hill—say 2,500 above 


tide water. Around is a scene the grandeur and 
beauty of which even the painter’s brush could net 
Puton paper. To the front, right and left of us are 
endless mountain ranges, their azure heads Yost in 
the clouds. Breaking the green surface of the out- 
lying foot hillsare tiny gashesor miners’ huts or 
sWiftand slender streams ‘‘dropping like a down- 
Ward smoke.’ To the rear of us is Dahlonega, show- 
ing up like a toy village in the skies. 

At our side is a huge reservoir dug into the moun- 
tain top, and supplied with water forced from be- 
low. At our feet is anenormous gulch. The heart 
of the mountain has indeed been cut out. The gulch 
has been cut irregularly but in its vast depths you 
might drop twenty Kimball houses and scarcely miss 
the space. About 150°feet below us on a smooth 
level surface is @ force of men at work with picks 
‘nd hammers.

“How was the excavation done?” 

“By water. Every foot of this has Been cut out 
by water. You see the men loosening the rock 
down there? They work ali dav, blasting, diggi:z 
delving, until tons of boulders, rocks and gravel 
are scattered over thea gulch. Then this floodg:te 
here is lifted. The water plunges forth with ia- 
credible swiftness and force, leaps down the craysy 
sides, gathering power as it goes. In an instawt it 
has covered the floor of the gulch and is whirling 
toward the outlet yonder. It licks up every particie 
of loose rock or gravel, carrying immense bouldcrs 
on its bosom as easily &s feathers, RWeeps through 
the crack in the hill, and Plunging down the hili- 
side, deposits its precious burden in the mill, itself 
rushing out through barred water gates. in five 
minutes it will have deposited a hundred tons of 
ore in the distant mill, and the floor of the gulch 
Will be left as clean asif it had been sw ept with a 
broom. No transportation can equal this in celerity 
and cheapness. 

“Miners are frequently caught in the flood,” said 
Mr. Baker, ‘“‘and then no earthly power can save 
them. Last year a man named Hightower was 
working in that angle over there. He had been 
warned twice to leave the gulch as the water was 
about to be turned on. He disregarded the warn- 
ing, but at length started to climb the walls. In the 
meantime the flood gate had been lifted and the 
plunging water rushed on him. 
hundred feet from where it 
it was hurled toward him 
rapidity of lightning. It caught him by the 
feet, drew him back into the gulch, whirled 
him over and over like a top, and shot him through 
the opening and down to the mill. His body, all 
bruised aiid broken, was found in the mill. There 
have been two or three such cases,” 

Along the walls of the great gulch here and there 
were holes like swallow’s nests in banks. These 
were pockets into which exceptionally rich veins 
had been followed, until they were exhausted. In 
time these will be obliterated as the gulch is 
widened. 

There is no use in following the ore on its wild 
tumble down the mountain, sol will assume that 
we areat the new mill ofthe Columbia Mining 
company. Itisavery simple affair, although it is 
probably the best millin the county. At the upper 
end there is achute protruding through the wall. 
This is the flume through which the ore is brought 
bs water from the mines way above. The ore borne 
on the flood pours in here, and the water escapes 
through rack-gates that hold the ore. Thisend of 
the mill by one delivery, is filled with ore, rock 
and gravel. Next tothe ore, so near that the ore 
can be shoveled into them, is a row of boxes. The 
ore is thrown into these boxes as corn into a grist 
miil. Above the boxes are heavy stamps, weighing 
about 500 pounds each, lifted on eccentrics and 
dropped back into the boxes. The continual plung- 
ing of these stamps reduces the ore to powder. A 
Stream Of water flows through the boxes and ¢car- 
ries off the powdered ore at the opposite side from 
which itis put in. 

Of course this pounding process releases the go)d 
that was imprisoned in the ore, and it floats out 
with the powdered mass. Asthe water leaves the 
boxesit runs, carrying the gold and dust with it, 
over large copper plates. These plates, about four 
feet square, are gently inclined and are coated with 
quicksilver. The quicksilver has an affinity for the 
gold, and catching every particle that floats over it, 
forms an amalgam that adheres to the copper plate. 
After a mill hasrun for several days, the plates are 
so coated that the roughness can be distinctly seen 
and felt. This amalgam is then cleared off and the 
plates made sameoth and bright agiin. The amal- 
gam is then putin small retortseud baked. Under 
the influence of heat the amalgam separates, tne 
gold lumping to itself and the quicksilver regain- 
ing itsbrightness. The gold metal is then moulded 
into bars or left in the lump—in either event itis 
reagy for the mint. The plates will yield ata clean- 
ing trom $100 to $1,000, aceomting to the time they 
have been run. The gold gets to market in various 
ways. Much ofitissentte the mint at Charlotte. 
Some of it reaches Atlante and much is cashed in 
Gainesville. The bulk perhaps goes to the officers

Already the sifting of the sande-af 
the rivers for gold is an assured success, Captain 
Noble has a dredgia¢e boat which I have described 
before that lifts tons of the river bottoms through a 
vacuum pipe. The gravel is rich ‘in geld, and is of 
course practically exhausiless. Under the slate 
dips in the river beds, the suction pipe will some. 
times find a nest of nuggets that will repay the gost 
of the boat. In the meantime the legitimate hand- 
ling of the ore is profitable. From this source I 
look for a heavy aG@dition to the gold yield. 

Atthe depot in Gainesville 1 noticed the plat- 
form covered with machinery awaiting shipment 
into the gold regien. I wastold that over 300,000 
pounds of machinery wasat the depot the day I 
passed through. It is constantly arriving and.con- 
stantly being putin place. Every mill of 20 stamps 
adds at least $50 a dey to the gold yield. There 1s 
no fear of exhausting the supply. The hill ane full 
of itand the hills are eveslasting. Every branch 
that runs along the cvad will show traces of gold, 
and ‘‘to this day,’’ said Mr. Robertson, ‘‘the poor 
people get permission to pan out the gravel in 
branches that have Scen worked over fifty times, 
and they make good wages atit.’” Mr. A. G. Wim- 
py, sitting with me @n the piazza of his elegant 
home afte: a most excellent supper, said, “I will 
live to see this house torn down and mines dug 
right where itstands.
